The peace negotiations he wanted to 
implement are left dangling. The war he 
hoped to avoid may break out again after 
а decent period of mourning. 

He began as one of a group of 
colonels. His troops surrounded Farouk's 
palace, dressed him in a naval uniform, 
fired a 21 gun salute, and packed him off 
to Italy. It was the most bloodless of the 
bloodless coups. 

Nasser was head of state. 

Quietly, he put down several mutinies, 
and instituted sweeping reforms. 

With the Aswan Dam, which Egypt 
could not finance, Nasser entered the 
complicated and dangerous game of 
playing off the U.S. and Russia. He 
consolidated his personal power by 
persuading the British to give up control 
of the Suez Canal, which he then 
nationalized, and for the first time the 
world focused on the Middle East as a 
battleground in a world struggle. 

French, British, and Israeli forces 
attacked and occupied Port Said, but 
both Russia and the U.S. used their 
powers in the U.N. to call a halt. Nasser 
suffered his first serious setback, as 
weaknesses were revealed militarily and in 
the government. Still for a while he 
united Syria and Egypt.

What now? 

A truce is still in effect, It seems, at 
best, temporary. 

What happened last week, when civil 
war flared in Jordan, was an atrocity. 
Hussein revealed himself to be an 
absolute motherfucker. He gave free reign 
to the Army, and they slaughtered 
thousands of civilians in the streets and in 
the refugee camps. 

Here is part of a communique released 
by the Palestine Liberation Organization 
shortly after the announcement of the 
cease-fire: 

“The Central Committee of the PLO 
would like to set the record straight. The 
cease-fire in Jordan is of a temporary 
nature and for a short duration, primarily 
for humanitarian reasons to evacuate the 
wounded, bury the dead, and remove 
those who have been trapped under the 
rubble of their mud huts. The cease-fire is 
not for the purpose of entering into 
negotiations with the Amman fascist 
regime, but іп response to the 
humanitarian calls from .Arab and 
non-Arab sources to ameliorate the 
conditions of the civilian population.” 

Clearly, a vacuum now exists in the 
Middle East. The effect of Nasser’s death 
is large. The confusion, the turbulence, 
has increased.

Eight 
guards oinked under oath for the 
prosecution to no avail in the State's, 
attempt to railroad the brothers, but the; 
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was permitted to move for a change of 
venue on grounds that he could not get a 
fair trial there (the motion was taken 
under advisement for later decision). He 
was not permitted, however, to see the 
transcript of his grand jury indictment, 
nor to present a 26-page statement 
containing evidence of his innocence not 
only on the charges stemming from the 
liberation attempt, but also on the 
charges for which he was originally jailed 
seven years ago. 

In both. cases the judge felt the 
documents should remain "sealed " for 
Ruchell's "own good", to keep them 
from being released to the press and 
“prejudicing” the case. 

His protests that he was not being 
allowed to present his side of the case to 
the public, as the power structure already 
had, and that this made a fair trial 
impossible, as well as denied him his 
constitutional rights to freedom of speech 
and freedom of press, were considered 
inconsequential. 

At this point Ruchell turned to the 
people in the courtroom to give him a 
voice that could reach past the mortar 
and steel of San Quentin’s heart. His 


constitutional rights. 
Dissatisfied with his lawyer, Ruchell 
had fired him and requested that he be 
allowed to represent himself. Although he 
handled himself very well and 
competently through the day’s motions, 
he was judged incapable and Clinton 
White, a public defender, was appointed 
to his case. Ruchell considered him “ап 
Uncle Tom nigger” working for the court 
with the D.A. and the judge. (an 
accusation with considerable basis in 
historical reality), and a racist of the 
worst kind — selling out his own people. 
Ruchell's next hearing is October 14. 
The power that can be brought to bear by 
the united and consistent participation of 
the populace of California, one of fifty 
minimum security prisons, is evidenced 
by the presence of Huey P. Newton 
among us.

In Algiers. they attended the opening 
of the Black Panther Party International 
Section. It has been accorded full 
embassy status (the State Department 
doesn’t have an embassy there) and is in 
the old NLF embassy building as a 
symbol of the international importance 
of the Panthers. The Embassy, along with 
offices in New Haven and Berkeley will 
serve to carry news and other information 


between U.S. revolutionaries and 
liberation movements of the Third World, 
many of whom also have offices in 
Algiers.

On Sunday, Sept. 20, the National 
Guard Armory in Newburyport, Mass., 
was robbed. Guns, hundreds of rounds of 
ammunition, field telephones, other 
military gear, and secret federal and state 
papers were taken. The armory was then 
nearly destroyed. The attackers seem to 
have taken the stuff a few miles away in a 
Guard truck which they later left a few 
miles from the armory. 

The following Wednesday, a woman 
and two men robbed a Boston-area bank 
of $26,000. An enthusiastic pig was killed 
trying to stop them. 
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Yesterday here in Algeria we had the 
opening of the Internation! Section of the 
Black Panther Party. It was really a 
beautiful sight and a beautiful feeling. 
The members of the delegation were here 
and we had invited guests: the Korean 
ambassador came, representatives of the 
Chinese embassy and news service, the 
Vietnamese embassy both north and 
south and a lot of members of liberation 
movements that are represented here in 


ent. It was really a historic event in 
terms of internationalizing the struggle 
inside the United States, and making 
concrete ties of solidarity with our 
comrades in arms around the world. In 
other words we've established a toehold 
for the movement in the United States, a 
point of contact where people will know 
how to relate to us through our channels 
that we have set up and authorized. They 
don’t have to be dealing with a lot of 
napes who are bouncing around the world 
confusing the issue, speaking for the 
movement, confounding the movement 
and also embarrassing us with our allies, 
and making it harder for us to get things 
done. All this will be dealt with through 
the Peoples Embassy in Algeria. We want 
to encourage people to drop by to see us, 
to come by to see their embassy if they're 
ever in this part of the world. Instead of

PEKING (LNS) — By early September 
the weather in Peking has cooled from 
the "tiger heat days”; already everywhere 
is cleaning and painting; the little 
ings are swept clean; every hand 
seems busy; whether it is grandmothers 
who run bicycle stands and public 
telephones, or vegetable sellers with their 
carts. 

The shops are full of shoppers from all 
parts of the country. This is the time for 
young students to return home to visit 
their parents. It is also the time at which 
the cadres who are in the new May 7 
cadre schools in the countryside visit 
their families. 

There is an effervescence about Peking 
which is very stimulating; the cultural 
revolution has been a success; but what to 
someone like me (on my sixteenth visit ) 
is most striking is the new sense of 
freedom, a real grassroots democratic 
spirit, which is evident everywhere. 

The implementation of “let the masses 
speak, arouse the masses, listen to their 
opinions"; the fact that I have personally 
seen how this new democracy works in a 
new outspokenness may account for a 
good deal of this exhilaration. But it is 
also the lack of bureaucracy, the 
heightened efficiency and the sense of 
public responsibility which strikes one as 
so “comfortable to live in.” 

People on the streets now volunteer 
help and information; children volunteer 
to take care of the traffic as some cyclists 
still persist in ignoring the red lights 
(there are no fines, only a "telling off" by 
the policeman). 

I visited Tsinghua University which 
had just had its new batch of students; 
2,500 new enrollments. The enrollment is 


along new lines; no longer by 
examinations. Tsinghua University 
announces its vacancies, These are 


distributed to each province. The 
province distributes “empty places” to 
each county and each county to factory 
and commune. 

So there has been enormous debate in 
each factory, production brigade, 
production team, as to who should be 
sent to university; the only specification 
was that it should be a middle school 
graduate. Apart from that it was left to 
the communes and factories to choose, 
by debate and by election, the lucky 


youngsters who would go to university. 
They were chosen by their "three 
revolutionary" assets, that is, their 


and NOT by mere recitation of 
quotations), by their production, which is 
their hard work and assiduity, and by 
their “technical innovation. 

The bunch I saw с 
extremely alert; and highly con: 
eager to learn. Guite different from the 
apathy and lack of interest in studies one 
often finds in other Asian universi 

The kind and quality of meetings one 
now gets into is altogether different; they 
are much more closely linked to the 
concrete problems discussed. 1 remember 
a small factory in a commune where 
electronic machinery was being made by 
women, and where every step of how this 
small factory grew up was related. Some 
criticism we made was accepted not only 
with good temper, but with touching 
gratitude; one was very far from the 
bureaucratic “tin god” touch of previous 
visits. 

But it is quite certain that the 
touchstone for this tremendous energy 
and vitality is “the little Red Book"; the 
scientific thinking, analysis from cause to 
effect, sober assessment, and 
recommendations to “see reality" and 
“tell the truth" it contains. 

I was told of several cases where some 
irregularities had been committed; the 
masses (which means the people involved) 
had appealed over the heads of their 
revolutionary committee (guilty of 
“bureaucratic” ramming through of 
measures without previous consultation) 
to higher echelons. Investigations teams 


set forth. 


Now instead of holding 
rectification meetings behind closed 
doors, all was done in public and wrongs 
were redressed speedily. 

At the moment I write I have just seen 
an army colonel sewing at a sewing 
machine together with some girls in the 
bazaar repair shop. He is a member of the 
revolutionary committee of the bazaar 
and doing his manual labor, for 
revolutionary committee members are 
not exempt from doing their work. 

Another facet of life in Peking today 
(as it is in other cities 1 visited) is the 
preparation for being attacked by air. 
This, it must be emphasized, is 
SELF-DEFENSE. SELF-DEFENSE 
consists not only in digging shelters (they 
are being dug everywhere), in storing 
food and supplies, in creating a network 
of first aid posts all over the country, in 
storing medicines, but in the mobilization 
of the population. ^ 

It is this aspect which repels so many 
hasty tourists who have no idea of what is 
going on in the world, and who have not 
read books on the possibility of war. It is 
certain that war today being total war, it 
is the population which is hit; genocide is 


now all too common. So thepopulation 
must be trained in self-defense; in 
remaining at their own spots; in each 
region being as self-sufficient as possible. 

There must be no panic as in May 
1940 in France, or mass exodus of 
helpless people then being slaughtered 
from the air or napalmed. Groups of 
marching and singing and drilling 
youngsters are every where. If war comes, 
it will be a long war, and it is better that 
the young should know what to expect 
than to become helpless victims, as in 
Vietnam, as in Cambodia today.

The defense case in the marathon Los 
Siete trial has been rolling along almost 
without a hitch, Four of the defendants 
have taken the stand, in addition to two 
alibi witnesses, a character witness, and a 
newspaper reporter who said an 
eyewitness to the shooting of policeman 
Joe Brodnik on May 1, 1969 told him 
that Brodnik's partner, Paul McGoran, 
was "asking for it" when he started 
hassling five Latinos on Alvarado Street 
that day. Six brothers are being tried for 
murdering Brodnik and  assaulting 
McGoran, and a seventh has been indicted 
but hasn't been caught. 

The defense case began with an 
immense sense of relief last week as 
defendant Bebe Melendez took the stand 
and told how MeGoran beat up another 
defendant, Gary Lescallet, and then drew 
his gun on him; and how before Bebe 
managed to wrestle the gun away from 
McGoran, Brodnik was accidentally shot 
The prosecution case has been a sort of 
staggering in the dark after shreds of 
evidence, a vast confusion of identities 
out of which no one could make any 
sense. Bebe's story fit everything together 
and must have been elucidating even to 
District Attorney Thomas Norman, who 
tried to maintain an air of casual 
confidence as his case against the brothers 
was slowly reduced to sewage. 

Norman acted more desperate this 
week as Jose Rios, Mario Martinez and 
Tony Martinez followed Bebe to the 
stand. Jose and Mario corroborated 
Bebe's story in every detail: he, Bebe, and 


E 
morning to register for the summer 
session. Jose found his car had a dead 
battery and called Mario to pick him up. 


Mario drove into the Mission District two blocks away. He heard the enormous 


from Daly City and found Jose arguing 
with a friend, Gio Lopez, who had just 
placed some hot property in Jose's 
basement. Jose was scared his parents 
would “blow it" and insisted Gio remove 
the stuff. After much arguing, Jose and 
Gio convinced a very angry Mario to help 
move the stuff to another place Gio 
knew, Mario was amazed when he saw the 

: size of the haul — Gio and his partners 
had removed almost everything from the 
Horenstein house that wasn't nailed 
down. Mario finally agreed to move as 
much as would fit in the car, which he 
had borrowed for the day from his 
brother Tony. 

Brodnik and McGoran approached and 
McGoran started right in with a stream of 
racist insults — ‘What're you punks 
doing?”; "Where'd you motherfucking 
greasers steal this shit?" etc. Brodnik 
asked whose house it was and when Jose 
said it was his, asked for some ID. Jose 
went upstairs to get some, and asked 
Mario and Gio to come with him. 

Mario said he and Gio hid in the attick 
while Jose went back downstairs. Jose, 
standing a few feet away, watched 
McGoran entice Gary into an argument 
with comments like “Your father's a 
grapepicker; | eat grapes" and "You 
greasy bastard, I’m gonna wash my hands 
on your back.” Jose kept telling Gary to 
cool it; not answer the pig, but finally 
McGoran initiated a fight. Jose said he 
ducked down as soon as Bebe grabbed 
McGoran’s gun hand and they began 
wrestling. When he heard the first shot, 
Jose looked up and saw Brodnik fall. 
Then he heard the second shot and saw 
Bebe grab the gun from McGoran's hand. 
Jose ran to the car and tried to start it, 
remembered Mario had the key, and 
began to scream, “Mario! Mario!” Mario 
heard him and came down from the attic 
but when he looked outside and saw 


Brodnik, he and Gio split through the 


back door. 
Jose testified he fled and hid in bushes 


amount of gunfire directed at his house, 
saw police helicopters flying overhead, 
and decided the smartest course of action 
would be to get out of the city. Mario 
and Gio, Bebe and Pinky, all came to the 
same conclusion, and by various routes 
they made their way to Palo Alto and 
then to Santa Cruz, where they were 
caught six days later. 

Charles Garry had brought in a 
character witness for Mario, Marsha 
Berent, who had been a teacher at the 
College of San Mateo when Mario was 
there. She described him as “an excellent 
student” and “а leader” and was about to 
read a short essay he wrote for her 
phonics class when the D.A. objected that 
it was irrelevant. The judge agreed, and 
despite vociferous protests from Garry 
which lasted for the next three days, 
refused to let this short essay into 
evidence. Garry insisted that the essay, 
which expresses Mario’s commitment to 


the struggle of all races for justice and . 


against oppression, establishes: (1) that a 
man of Mario's character couldn't have 
formed the “specific intent” to commit 
the crimes charges, and (2) that Mario 
had the kind of commitment to helping 
his people which would make his 
story-namely that he was bringing 
brothers to college on May 1—credible. 

Mario testified at some length about 
his recruiting activities. He said he was in 
a hurry to get to college that day because 
he was supposed to tutor. D.A. Norman 
expressed great surprise at this and pulled 
out a transcript of Mario's academic 
record, which contained a good number 
of Withdrawals and Fails. This put the 
D.A. in the preposterous position of 
trying to get a murder conviction on the 
basis of bad grades. Mario explained that 
the object of the tutoring program at San 
Mateo was for people to relate to each 
other and help each other as much as 
they could, and it wasn't necessary for 
you to be an A student in order to help 
your brothers and sisters. 


D.A. Norman asked each defendant, 
including Mario, details about the people 
who helped them escape. Each in turn 
refused to answer these questions. At one 
point, Norman asked Mario how far it 
was from the San Mateo bus ion to a 
house where he hid. Mario at first refused 
‘to answer, but, after a conference with 
Garry, gave the distance. Norman asked: 
“What did Mr. Garry just tell you?” 

Replied Mario: "He said you were a 
tricky son of a bitch but I should tell the 
truth.” 

As Norman gulped, Garry grinned. He 
had figured his adversary perfectly. 

Following Mario was Kathy O'Rourke, 
a young white sister who had been Tony's 
tutor in the spring of 1969, and had been 
with him all during the morning of May 
1. Kathy corroborated Mario's testimony 
that she had picked up Tony early in the 
morning and driven him to school. She 
said they had studied for a biology exam 
in the library from 8 until 11:30 a.m. 

D.A. Norman was nonplussed, to say 
the least. After a few feeble attempts to 
establish Kathy's prejudice ("Did you 
ever attend any social functions with 
Tony?" "What organizations do you 
belong to?” “Did you visit Tony in jail?”) 
he asked the witness, almost plaintively, 
why she didn’t tell the police she had 
“been with Tony all that morning. 

“I told her not to!” Garry thundered. 
Norman persisted: “Don’t you think it 
would've been of some assistance to Mr. 
Martinez if you told the police?” 

“Objection!” shouted Mike Kennedy, 
Bebe's lawyer. “That assumes facts not in 
evidence — namely that the police are 
interested in justice.” 

Later, during his own testimony, Tony 
explained that Kathy was a “middle 
‘class’ girl who hadnt had much 
lexperience with the police and who 
thought she might do Tony some good by 
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telling the police his alibi. He зай 
being brown, and from the Mi 
knew the police to be “arbitrary” and 
"racist" and so told Kathy herself not to 
talk to them. The unspoken implication 
was that had she made herself known to 
the police, she might never had made it to 
the witness stand. 

After Tony, an Oakland Tribune 
reporter testified that an eyewitness to 
the shooting — almost certainly David 
Caravantes, who had testified he wasn't 
acquainted with Paul McGoran — told 
him, "Paul was asking for it. He was 


pushing them against a wall and roughing 
them up." Caravantes had testified that 
McGoran was calling the brothers racist 
names and started the fight with Gary; 
however, he also said he saw Gary grab 
the gun from McGoran, which almost 
every other witness denies. 

As the defense began on Wednesday to 


Nelson’s main witness, Donald Wilson, 
had mysteriously disappeared. Nelson's 
lawyer, R.J. Engel, had been alerted to 
this fact by a snide remark from homicide 
inspector Jack Cleary the day before. On 
the witness stand, Cleary siad that Della 
McKinney, the only eyewitness besides 
McGoran to idei Nelson at the scene, 
had informed Cleary that Wilson, was 
being paid by the defense to give Nelson 
an alibi. When Della was summoned to 
court, she explained that she had only 
told Cleary the Wilsons were poor and the 
defense would probably have to pay for 
Donald’s plane fare from New York. 
Engel, who had lost track of Wilson, was 
somewhat relieved to get a lead into his 
whereabouts, for Della McKinney, who is 
both a police informer and an outrageous 
gossip, knew Wilson’s sister. The defense 
asked, “Why did you feel called upon to 
call Inspector Cleary about this?” 

“I thought it might be important to 
the case," Della said. 

“You mean the prosecution’s case,” 
rejoined Mike Kennedy. 

* “Well, if the boy's telling the truth, it 
would help the defense.” 
. “Then why didn't 
defense?” 

“Гуе been more connected with the 
prosecution.” 

“You were hoping they’d stop him 
from testifying, cause if he did, it would 
make a liar out of you.” Garry said. 
Della, after identifying three different 
people as the one she saw on May 1, and 
after assuring R.J. Engel that she couldn't 
possibly identify his client, turned around 
and identified Nelson in court. 

The jury is beginning to see that 
Nelson and Tony have been held in jail 
for 16 months on an outrageous 
frame-up. How much of Bebe and Jose's 
story they believe is impossible to say, 
but it has the virtues of being: (1) more 
coherent than McGoran's and (2) true. 
The rest of the defense case will deal with 
McGoran’s brutal, drunken, dishonest, 
piggy character: as Kennedy said, "We've 
got alot of character witnesses on the 
gentleman, and I use that term out of 
respect to the court reporter." 


you tell the 
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When you rent 


'There are three basic kinds of renting 
agreements, The first is oral; nothing on 
paper between the landlord and the 
tenant. Under an oral agreement the rent 


is paid by the week, bi-weekly or once a 
month, rarely longer. Either side may end 
the agreement by giving the other side 
written notice corresponding to the 
period between rental payments. If the 
tenant pays rent monthly, one side gives 
the other thirty days written notice to 
end the agreement. 

The second very common arrangement. 
is the written rental agreement. This kind 
of deal usually runs from 
month-to-month and is ended the same 
way as oral agreements. It has, however, 
the added element of many conditions to 
which the tenant agrees. The landlord 
prefers a written month to month 
agreement over an oral one. Why? 
Because the written agreements usually 
côme in standardized forms and put into 
writing many conditions and tenant 
obligations that don't exist in oral 
agreements. In either kind of month to 
month agreement, the landlord can raise 
the rent by giving thirty days written 


notice. 
The third deal is lease, which 
— ^mormally tuns а year on a residence, 


Leases have one particular advantage to 
the tenant — the lease gives an added 
touch of security because the tenant's 
rent cannot be raised and he cannot be 
asked to leave during the year unless he 
breaks one of the conditions he agreed to. 
In a short housing market, the average 


tenant might benefit more from a lease, 


than from another kind of renting 


agreement. 
It may sound trite, but always read 


what you are signing with a landlord. Go 
over the agreement or lease paragraph by 
paragraph and understand what each one 
means. 

The first one says that the tenant 
waives his rights under California Civil 
Code sections 1941 and 1942. This is the 
only statutory right in California that a 
tenant has to make repairs by 
withholding rent. It is waived in most 
form agteements. 

The second clause to strike out, if 
possible, is the one that says the tenant 
will pay the landlord’s attorney’s fees in 
case the landlord has to sue the tenant for 
violating the agreement. If a tenant fights 
and loses an eviction case, the landlord’s 
lawyer can get from $250 to $500 — 
from the tenant. 

‘There are usually other conditions in 
the form agreement or lease, such as a 
prohibition against subletting or assigning 
the tenance to someone else, but there 
are other ways to work around these 
conditions and landlords will obviously 
object to a grand re-writing of their 
agreements. 

When a tenant moves in, the |; 
often asks for first and last month’ 

a security deposit and a cleaning deposit. 
Try to pay just the first month’s rent, 
but, if the landlord is insistent about a 
large advance sum, try to have the rest of 
the money called a “security deposit.” 
The reason for this is that the tenant has 
a clear right to get back a security 

deposit, even if it is the tenant who 
breaks the agreement. The landlord can 
only off-set against the deposit the actual 


damage he has suffered. On the other 
hand, the landlord is not obliged to pay 
back the last month's rent. 

When you check a place out, 
immediately make a survey of the 
premises. Make a record of everything 
that is wrong. Everything. If you or a 
friend have a camera and a few dollars to 
spare it is worth the expense to take 
pictures of the apartment. They may 
come in handy at a later date. For 
example, when trying to recover a 
security or cleaning deposit. You can try 
taking such a list to the landlord before 
you sign a rental agreement, to get his 
written consent to make some or all of 
the needed repairs. 

A final caution 


about written 


: agreements with landlords: Always try to 


get any side promises the landlord makes 
in writing. Landlords often make oral 
promises when you are signing an 
agreement. Let him understand that you 
want it in writing along with the rest of 
the agreement — say it's for everyone's 
protection, including his. Once all of this 
is down and the agreement has been 
signed, make sure you have a copy and 
tuck it away for safekeeping, perhaps in 
an envelope in which all the rent and 
other receipts can be kept. 


MAKING REPAIRS 
UNDER SECTION 1942 
of the CIVIL CODE 


A major complaint of tenants is that 
many landlords fail to provide, by making 
repairs if that is nedessary, a fit and 
decent place in which to live. Under Civil 
Code Section 1942 tenants may, through 
the following procedure, take corrective. 
steps if the landlord refuses to maintain 
the premises properly. 

Let's suppose, that an apartment has 
erratic and exposed electrical wiring, а 
defective gas heater, and several broken 
or unusable windows. A tenant who is 
interested in having these defence 
repaired must be very careful about what 
he does if he wants to continue living in 
the apartment. Do not, for example, just 
stop paying rent because of the defects. 
Withholding all the rent will almost 


eviction on the basis that the landlord 
didn't keep the premises in repair. 
Instead, to have the repairs made and 
still have the protection of the law the 
tenant must do the following. First, 
notify the landlord in writing of the 
substantial defects that need fixing, and 
of your intention to make the repairs and 
charge the cost against the next month's 
rent, if the landlord doesn't make the 


repairs himself. Second, if the landlord 
does not make the repairs within a 
reasonable time — about thirty (less in an 
emergency situation) — then make the 
repairs yourself or hire someone to do 
them. You may spend on repairs up to 
one month’s rent, but no more. Third, 
having paid for the repairs, deduct the 
amount spent from the next month’s 


‚ rent, and send the rest to the landlord. 


Also, send a copy of repair receipts, etc., 
and save a copy for yourself. 

The California legislature recently 
enacted a new law that restricts the use of 
this procedure by a tenant. The law will 
be effective January 1, 1971. Under it the 
tenant may only use Section 1942 one 
time in every twelve month period and 
the section may not be used at all if the 
tenant has not maintained the premises as 
best as he can, given the circumstances. 
On the other hand, the new law prohibits 
the waiver of this section — as is now the 
case in most form agreements or leases — 
and the tenant will probably be protected 
from retaliatory eviction or rent increase 
for a period of sixty days after using 
Section 1942 and/or making a complaint 
with the local housing inspection agency. 

Obviously, the limitation of one 
month’s rent money for repairs means 
that major repairs probably can’t be done 
because of their expense. Tenants in one 
building could try to pool their resources 
and rights under Section 1942. 
Otherwise, the benefits of this procedure 


* are limited — it's virtue is that some 


repairs can be made and that it is the only 
procedure the tenant can use and still be 
legally protected, 

A final word about compelling repairs 
by the landlord: major defects should be 
reported to your local housing inspection 
and/or public health office, The premises 
will be inspected and the landlord 
notified of repairs to be made. However, 
the lengthy appeals process by a landlord 
and the difficulty of enforcing the 
housing codes make them virtually useless 
as a means of forcing repairs. Violations 
should nevertheless be reported because it 
provides documentation of tenant claims 
under Section 1942, Reporting violations 
will make it harder for a landlord to get 
away with a retaliatory eviction rent 
increase.

regulations, remove the ban prohibiting 
entry of al demonstrators, and establish a 
liason board to handle complaints in the 
future.

“рт bored with the case. I can't relate 
to the court system. The people saw to 
my freedom, and the people will keep me 
free." 

The speaker was Huey Newton. He 
was standing in front of the Alameda 
County Courthouse, talking to a group of 
reporters. A lot of history has gone down 
there. 

The occasion was the setting of the 
date for Huey's retrial. With him was 
Charles Garry who protested the fact that 
it was set for January 11. 


The Berkeley Police Department, 
which at one time used to like to call 
itself the “Domestic Peace Corps” has 
apparently given up trying to fool people 
anymore, 

The local Gestapo more clearly reveals 
itself for what it is each day. Buried in 
the back of last Sunday's 
Chron-Examiner was the news that the 
Berkeley police were being supplied with 
a new, eight-bullet automatic pistol. 

According to the pigs’ full-time public 
relations man, Richard Berger, the new 
pistol is being brought into use for several 
reasons. 

One is that the new weapon, a Smith 

& Wesson 9 mm. automatic, can fire eight 
shots before reloading becomes necessary 
as opposed to the or six that the 
standard pig pistol is able to unleash at 
one time. 
Furthermore, Berger gushed to the 
Examiner, the new gun can safely carry a 
bullet in the chamber, so that it is ready 
for instant use. Because the hammer of 
he pistol automatically returns to the 
iring position, the new automatic has the 
“potential” for greater accuracy. 

All this, plus the fact that the’ 
automatic is clip loaded, adds up to 
“more firepower” for the pigs, Berger 


Amerikan brass in Vietnam 
have been relying on "more firepower" to 
try and defeat the Viet Cong for seven 
years now, and they get their asses 
whipped every day. Unfortunately, a lot 
of Vietnamese die while the brass finds 
out that they are wrong. 

The new pistol is especially interesting 
for those of us who live in Berkeley 
(unlike the majority of pigs who do not). 
It means that the pigs will increasingly 
resort to the use of guns. 

Obviously, they are not satisfied with 
the results that clubbings, beatings, 
macings, tear-gassings, and shooting with 
buckshot, birdshot, and wooden pellets 
have achieved. In fact, their efforts have 
done nothing but unite the community 
against them. 

Now, backed into a corner, the pigs 
will begin shooting people down. During 
the past two months, the pigs have 
whipped out guns on Telegraph Ave. on 
several occasions for no reason. 

In August, Pig Chris J. Pangatocos, 
pulled a shotgun on a crowd of people 
protesting an arrest, although he was in 
no way threatened. Two weeks ago, a 
Berkeley Pig, Badge 65, pulled a gun on 
two members of the Youth Coalition 
Street Patrol, who were observing a bust, 
and told them: “I wish you were armed 
so I could shoot you.” 

That very same week, when a bonfire 
was started on Telly in front of the Med, 


“What is һаррейїп is part of the 
repression of the Black Panther Party,” 
said Garry. “Now they are harassing the 
lawyers so we won't be able to 
adequately represent our clients. 

“The federal court says I MUST start 
the Hilliard case IMMEDIATELY after 
Los Siete... New Haven says we MUST 
start Bobby Seale’s trial as soon as Los 7 
is completed. .. the other Panthers’ case 
is set for Oct. 26. . . Each of these trials is 
likely to take several months... Now

Huey told the reporters: “I'm 
concerned with the Soledad case ... the 
ten brothers ... and I’m asking the 
people to support them. 

“I'm also concerned with New 
Orleans. We are planning a march and

In fact several 
catches. One that automatic pistols 
sometimes јат, and therefore аге 
considered less reliable than revolvers. 
Another is that there are automatic 
pistols like the Browning Hi-Power 9 mm. 
which have clips that hold thirteen 
bullets, and many people in Berkeley 
possess such pistol 

Finally, there is the position of the pig 
on the street. In reality, he is very 
vulnerable, once he has aroused the wrath 
of the armed people. If someone in 


Berkeley were to be shot and seriously 


circumstances, T for one would wa 
to be walking around in anything that 
vaguely resen.bìed a police uniform. 

The pigs might believe that they can 
shoot it out with the people, but they are 
wrong. There are only 250 of them, but 
tens of thousands of us. 

For those people who are turned off 
by predictions of this kind, it should be 
pointed out that this new police weapon 
went through out the City Council 
even KNOWING about it. The Council is 
supposed to set "policy" for the police 
department . ... theoretically. 

But as Berkeley has led the way in 
atomic weapons research, chemical and 
biological warfare research and foreign 
counter-insurgency research, it is now the 
laboratory for domestic 
counter-insurgency experiments. 

1f you are tired of being a guinea pig, 
you can do two things. First, get yourself 
а gun to defend yourself from the foreign 
army of occupation, known as the 
Berkeley Police Department, “and 
secondly, work your ass off for 
Community Control of Police, so we 
don't have to wait for our brothers and 
sisters to be shot down in the streets 
before the liberals wake up to what is 
happening here.

The People's Park uprising took place 
almost a year and a half ago. Nearly a 
thousand people were busted, but most 
of the charges were eventually dismissed. 

The District Attorney's office 


however, has not given up. They're still 
trying to get people on felony charges 
from People's Park. They haven't been 
very successful, but they're still trying. 

On Tuesday, October 6, Tribe writer 
Art Goldberg will go on trial in Alameda 
Superior Court in Oakland for 
"sixty-nining a campus cop". That is, he 
is charged with violating Section 69 of 
the Penal Code. 

Section 69 is a resisting arrest charge 
made into a felony. The DA's office 
realized that they would get laughed out 
of court if they tried to prosecute Art on 
a People's Park resisting arrest in 
Berkeley, so they hiked the charge into a 
felony so it could be tried before a 


county-wide jury in Oakland. 

Unfortunately for them, they will have 
to lie their asses off to make it stick. At 
the preliminary hearing, Judge Brunn 
almost laughed the case out of court, but 
on some strange technicality, sent it up to 
Oakland. 

During the eighteen months the case 
has dragged on, several more 
contradictions in the police version of the 
Story have come up. Several campus cops 
will be called to testify for the 
prosecution. They will be cross-examined 
by Bob Truehaft, one of the best trial 
lawyers in the Bay Area. 

If you'd like to see some campus pigs 
get their asses whipped on the witness

County Courthouse, beginning Tuesday, 
at about 10 a.m.

“to keep juveniles from the clutches of the 
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Dear Brothers and Sisters, 

A few words of introduction: My 
name is Sharon Damron. | spent five 
yeurs working for the Alameda County 
Probation Department. 1 was paid a 
comfortable salary to be a "human 
garbage collector"; а Probation Officer 

My job consisted of processing 17 to 
20 men per month who had copped pleas 
or been found guilty by Judge or Jury of 
offenses ranging from possession of pot 
to rape, armed robbery, etc. Crimes of 
property committed by the poor and 
possession of Marijuana, an "offense" of 
the young, comprised the bulk of my 
caseload, It became apparent very quickly 
that the poor and the blacks in particular 
were again the primary "consumers" of 
the “servies.” 

The children of the poor, black and 
white are frequently sent to state 
institutions rather than "good" private 
institutions or foster homes (this was 
especially true about Black children). 1 
recall with special anger my attempts to 
find a well-equipped and therapeutic 


private placement for a 12 year-old Black 
boy in desperate need of specialized help 
(he refused to talk for 3 months, stole 
money and buried it under bridges and 
daily filled his room with urine and 
excrement), Nothing was available for 
him because of his color. This boy is now 
15 years of age and an habitual resident 
of California Youth Authority 
Institutions. If this boy had been white 
and the son of middle-class parents with 
money to buy the system off and hire 
lawyers to intimidate the timid civil 
servant who ordinarily processes the 
children of the poor, this child would 
most assuredly never have seen the inside 
of a public institution. 

There are no words to express with 
sion the devastating effect of the 


"treating" the children of the poor. The 
existence of an amoral bureaucracy which 
grinds out human debris with alacrity and 
without a backward glance will continue 
to grind out such wreckage until a uni 
community demands access to and 
control of iis own social Institulions, or

and a year’s absence from the department 
I returned, under court order, to the 
bosom of the bureaucracy (pardon gentle 
readers, | meant to say sagging tits).

In the course of my duties, | was 
assipned the supervision of a man who 
was a умен of Youth. Auth 


а heavy felony. Chuck was placed under 
my supervision and given 52 weekends to 
serve at Santa Rita. He was also ordered 
to make restitution in excess of 2,000 
dollars. As Chuck and I became better 
acquainted, he began talking about 
conditions in the weekend barrack at 
Santa Rita. He told me about filthy 
mattresses, a paucity of blankets, and the 
willful turning off of heat in the winter, 
an unprovoked punishment by sheriff's 
Department staff. When we concluded 
the discussion of conditions, Chuck wrote

Mad, mad John got slapped down in 
Municipal Court Wednesday, when a 
judge ruled that Laura Woodman, an 
18-year-old girl DeBonis got busted for 
panhandling several weeks ago, had not 
done anything illegal, and dismissed the 
case against her. 

The judge's ruling came right after a 
very subdued DeBonis stepped off the 
witness stand. He was the only 
prosecution witness, and was barely 
recognizable. 

Not once during his testimony did the 
notorious right-wing yippie wave an 
American flag, wish out loud that he had 
a gun so he could shoot the audience, or 
rant and fume in his best City Council 
style. 

He was nervous as hell, and his voice 
was so low that you could barely hear 
him. Many of the jurors had their hands 
held across their mouths so they could 
stop themselves from smiling or laughing 
out loud, as the crazy man testified. 

John said that he was on his way to 


withdrawn by the court. 

Chuck returned to Santa Rita after 
this episode. He became a member of the 
Bay Area Council for Jail Reform which I 
helped to organize after giving up entirely 
on the system as a viable avenue for 
necessary change. Later, with other 
Council members, Chuck testified before 
the Grand Jury Subcommittee on Santa 


Rita, Several weeks subsequent to his 
testimony, the Sheriff's Department 
issued a five page "report" to the court, 
alleging that Chuck was involved iri 


muggling narcotics into Santa Rita while 
serving weekends. While the Sheriff's 
Office stated that none of the allegations 
could be proven, they reccommended 
revocation of Chuck's probation. The 
court, however has as yet not seen fit to 
revoke probation. However, in July 1 
learned that the District Attorney is 
urging revocation of Chuck’s probation as 


he does not appear "able" to make 
restitution. Meanwhile, back at the 
Probation Department, Chuck's new 


probation officer is attempting to transfer 
Chuck's supervision to Stanislaus County 
where he is presently residing with the 
recommendation that probation be 
terminated and a one year jail sentence be 
imposed. 

The Sheriff's Department and the 
District Attorney seem to be trying very 


hard to bury Chuck, while the probation 
department searches for the easiest way 


out of an uncomfortable situation. 
Malicious intent, bureaucratic inertia and 
fear of public’ exposure are the 


characteristics of the kind of pernicious 
system which conspires to silence people 
like Chuck and you and me as well, if we 
become too troublesome.”

The housemaster, frightened 
lest my crying invite others to ery and 
awaken all the boarders, had me hustled 
off with the intention of inducing me to 
eternal sleep with the magic-tragic pills 
sorted in abundance at the San Quentin 
dispensary. Twelve doctors examined me 
and reported to the head practicioner: 


DIAGNOSIS: Patient suffering from an 
over-abundance of energy and a noteable 
lack of sleep. 

PROGNOSIS: Patent’s disease being 
communicable will develop inexorably 
into wide spread pandemonium resulting 
in an epidemic of illumination, causing a 
clear and present danger to our most 
cherished way of existence — sleep! 
PRESCRIPTION: Patient shall be 
transferred from the local clinic to the 
hospital of suffering where he shall be 
taught the art of sleeping. Upon proof of 
mastery, before a tribunal, he shall be 
released on condition that if he so much 
as stir in his sleep, blink his eyes, or 
otherwise show signs of life or 
wakefulness that he shall immediately be 
returned for the cruel and unusual 
treatment.

And being in jail with women is very 
different than what men go through. I've 
talked with a lot of brothers who've spent 
time in jail, and they were always giving 
me dire warnin about how much Га 
have to fight just to survive. It really 
wasn't like that — it's not that the sisters 
weren't tough, or that heavy tensions 
didn't exist due to racism and the 
Oppressive situation we were all in — it’s 
just that they didn't have this whole trip 
of fighting to prove their manhood. I 
think it speaks a lot about male-female 


You're on the street, or in your car, or 
in your house. And the cops start to 
hassle you — push you around a little bit, 
threaten you and act tough, and you're 
scared. You don't know your rights, you 
don't know the law, and you're not 
exactly sure what to say. The cops know 
that and that's one of the reasons that 
they can intimidate you.

roles in Amerika that women survive 
imprisonment much better than men. The 
emphasis was on people helping each 
other out, not fucking each other over. It 
was also easier for us than it is for many 
white people because the other prisoners 
dug what we were in for — white women 
doing time for beating on pigs — so they 
didn't just see us as honkies, though there 
were definite tensions, because the jail 
tried to set us apart and give us more 
privileges, etc. 

One of the main reasons Га have to 
fight and prove myself a tough 
motherfucker, men told me, was so I 


wouldn't get gangbanged (taken 
advantage of sexually) by the other 


inmates. That was total jive! For 
thing, women just do not rape each 
other! (Or rape men, for that matter.) 
Homosexuality in jail was something that 
women got into to survive, something to 
build warmth and human closeness. 
Because most people were in for such a

short time, not many got into it. But 
those who did didn’t force it on anyone 
— they relied on cooperation, not 
coercion. When two women started 
making it, they became a couple, and 
other people would cover for them — no 
hassle, no putdown or anything like that. 
Some people were already into it before 
they came in, especially prostitutes, 
which I can understand because the only 
way men related to them was as a cunt, 
not as any kind of human being at all. 
There was a lot of shit in that jail 
though. It came more from the nature of 
that institution than the individuals who 
worked there — at least that’s how it was 
in the women's section, it probably was 
harder on the men. It was an unstated 
the institution, like all 
institutions in this country, to break the 
people's spirits, break their will to fight.

]George Jackson, one of the Soledad Brothers will 
soon stand trial for his life along with two other 
Black prisoners, John Clutchette and Fleeta 
Drumgo. They have been charged with the 
execution of a guard at Soledad Prison. 


Last month Jonathan Jackson, George's brother, 
was killed by police following the kidnapping of a 
judge in Marin. The judge was to have been held in 
exchange for the release of the Soledad Brothers. 


The following interview with George Jackson was 
from WILDCAT, a Bay Area rank and file labor 
newspaper.[ 


Jackson: (Jonathan's) whole operation was 
aimed at the destruction of institutional 
prestige... | don't interpret it as in any way 


individualistic. ... There really wasn’t but one 
way for the pigs to stop the operation and that was 
to kill the judge, and of course Jonathan must have 
gone in there with the impression that the police 
would at least have some respect for the judge's 
life—the judge was a chairman of the Republican 
Central Committee. And of course there were 
several other people who would serve to dissuade 
gunfire. 

Wildcat: What was the effect of the action 
inside prison walls? 

Jackson: It was electric. Everybody related to 
it. The logic behind it was perfect. | think, 
probably, Jonathan and James (McClain), both at 
One point thought of the possibility of one guard 
starting to shoot and then all the other guards 
chiming in with their conditioned reflexes.

What | noticed 
was that the Cuban situation upset the 
authoritarian types — the little Nazi cliques, the 
bulls, the pigs. | read the things in the media about 
proletarian socialism but | had no real sense of the 
thing. | started reading in that area because of the 
attitudes of these guards and the authoritarian 
types in the joint toward the Cuban Revolution. | 
thought that if they felt that it was harmful and 
detrimental to them that it just might Possibly, be 
good for me. 

Wildcat: How about this black-white thing and 
the way prison authorities try to keep the convict 
population split. 

Jackson: It’s the control mechanism. To start 
off with, it’s almost impossible for a small knot of 
guards to hold down 5 or 6 thousand men without 
some kind of divisive tactics. The pigs here aren't 
intelligent enough to use these tactics but the 
lieutenants, the captain and the warden — they 
know. It’s part of their standard operating 
procedure, their modus operandi. 

They use the race issue like they use the 
homosexuals to divide the convicts. We've been 
making the attempt (for form a coalition of race 
groups) all along. Since I’ve been here there have 


been small groups and individuals attempting te 
counteract the divisive tactics of the police here 
They just haven't been successful, until recently 
The reason for the recent success is due to outsid 
support and attention that revolutionary circles are 
giving men in prison. 

Wildcat: How much effect has this outside 
support had for the men inside. 

Jackson: It's had a profound effect on the 
efforts to unite the prison population. The black: 
have recently veered away from the nationalistic 
thing, the Muslim ideology. 

In the early sixties, when | first came to the 
joint, the blacks were to some extent responsible 
for the racism because we leveled both barrels a: 
the white convicts. Of course we didn't initiate it — 
we merely responded. Responded in a way that 
precluded any unity. But recently, since Huey 
Newton, Bobby Seale and the black leftists have 
come in here from the community it has been 
reflected right here in the joint. It's gone from just 
brother to comrade and from black to just people. 
The white convicts have stopped feeling threatened 
and they're able to respond to the new approach. 
Add that to the fact that all convicts are intelligent 
enough to see the advantages of working together. 


Wildcat: You received your H.S. diploma here: 
think 
rehabilitation as practiced in Calif. prisons. 

Jackson: Rehabilitation — the whole concept is 
just a word and has a lot to do with public 
relations. Actually, it really means breaking a man, 
making a man accustomed to restraint. The real 
purpose behind making a man accustomed to 
restraint is preparing him for the life he is expected 
to lead when he hits the streets. Now you can call 
it rehabilitation but | think it involves restraining 
an individual rather than reorienting him. 

The educational facilities here and in all the 
other joints usually will accomodate no more than 
perhaps one-eighth of the prison population. In 
any case the purely academic stuff is right on a par 
with the mission schools in Rhodesia and Angola. 
The stuff they teach is outright nationalistic 
propaganda. | got kicked out of two or three of the 
classes. Eventually | ended up buying my high 
school diploma (1967). xx 

Wildcat: Could you go into the period of time 
just before you got busted ten years ago? 

Jackson: | learned something about butchering

and meat cutting knives when I was doing time as a 
Y.A. (prior to his robbery arrest at the age of 
ighteen George did time in a Youth Authority 
institution) in Tracy. 

When | got out | did try to work but just before 
| got arrested I had gotten laid off on two jobs. I 
just didn't like that type of work — it just didn't fit 
my disposition. | had been trained in boning and 
meat cutting but on the first job | had they put me 
to work unloading these huge carcasses from an 
overhead pick onto an assemblyline table. Well 1 
quit that job and went to another job with Union 
Packing Plant. There | worked on a semi-skilled 
job—all day long | would stand there dicing meat. I 
quit. One thing led to another and | was right back 
out on the streets when I got broke. 

Wildcat: How does the trial stand now? 

Jackson: Are you asking me how being tried in 
San Diego strikes me? Well we're going to fight it 
of course, and I’ve heard that the fight could 
extend over a period of two or three months. But 
they want to move it to San Diego. They've got the 
guns, they've got the disposition and they'll do it if 
they want to. Drewes (S.F. Superior Court 
Calendar Judge) reversed himself completely on 
that particular issue. Two months ago he ruled that 
he couldn't move the trial out of S.F. Two months 
&go he stated that it was up to the defense to ask 
for a change of venue. And that makes me feel that 
sitting there in court and watching things going on 
— it makes me feel that I'm betraying myself and 
the people 1 believe in and who believe in me. 

| don't recognize their authority over me, but 
my lawyers contend that's not the proper 
procedure and that this view would isolate me 
further from potential jurors. ... 

To get back to Jonathan Jackson and the 
August 7 movement, everybody in prison 
identified with it. | think that this incident did 
more to solidify the unity effort than anything 
that's ever happened in the past nine or ten years. 
I'm not concerned with the opinion of the people 
who are tied into the establishment. I'm concerned 
with the opinion of the people who say they 
identify with the revolution. And we do have 
people of the liberal-left who condemn these types 
of military activity. 

l'd like to emphasize here that if it's just 
violence they condemn | state that there's violence 
and there's violence. There's productive violence 
and there's counterproductive violence. Carefully 


planned, staged and ordered political attacks are 
part of revolution. The people's demands can only 
be imposed with some type of violence. If we are 
going to support the people's demands, selective, 
organized, minimal level violence is preferable to 
letting things go completely out of control. 

Violence tied) into'an exact political purpose is 
the minimum people must support if we're going 
to win the revolution. We can't organize the first 
stage guerrilla operations right now, but there is a 
need for revolutionary aggressiveness, and that 
implies violence. 

The point that Che Guevara made and the point 
that Angela made: there is the cultural aspect of 
revolution but it has to be tied right into the 
struggle. The actual displacing of the individuals 
and the class that oppresses us is fine when it is 
organized and to the point — it is responsive to the 
rest of the society. 

| think that Jonathan understood that an attack 
on the last institution that the establishment uses 
to contain revolutionary violence — that an attack 
on the prestige of these institutions was necessary 
before people could accept revolution. He was in 
the vanguard — that was his job, the vanguard. 

Wildcat: Could you go into some de tail about 
the late August rebellion in San Quentin. 

Jackson: The rebellion was an effort on the part 
of the convicts to gain more control over our lives. 
There were between 22 to 2500 black, white and 
Mexican-American convicts who were involved. 
Two hours after the thing ended they transported 
Warren Wells ( a member of the Black Panther 
Party convicted last year of attempted murder in 
connection with the 1967 shootout in which 
Bobby Hutton was murdered by the Oakland 
Police Department) and one white and one 
Mexican out of the prison. These were the fastest 
transfers I’ve ever seen; I’ve never seen anything 
happen like that. 

During the thing, Warren made some speeches 
along with a couple of other guys. The pigs sallied 
out with tear gas and the convicts threw it back at 
them. Some shots were fired — that’s not unusual, 
they fire at us all the time. I’ve had shots hit the 
wall behind me only a couple of inches from my 
face — that’s happened several times but I’ve been 
really lucky. 

Nolen wasn’t so lucky [W.L. Nolen was one of 
the three blacks murdered by a Soledad guard on 


January 13 this year. Politically active at Soledad, 
Nolen sent a letter to his family only two weeks 
before his death warning them that prison officials 
meant to kill him]. Nolen was а beautiful 
individual. He was a revolutionary in the true sense 
of the word. | mean a revolutionary suited to the 


modern industrial state. We were together allalong о 


— although he came in after I'd been here. We were 
in the same study groups. 

He was the victim of a hundred vicious racist 
attacks leveled at him by prison officials but 
through other convicts, convicts who cooperate 
with prison guards. Generally that's the way they 
do it. But when the convicts can't handle it then 
they handle it themselves like they did with Nolen. 
The thing with Nolen is that in spite of the attacks 
leveled at him by other convicts he never stopped 
fighting. . . When you are the victim of these kind 
of гасі attacks from all: sides like he was, usually 
you withdraw, but not him. . 

At one point | felt that it was impossible for 
white people to ever accept real socialism, or to 
accept the idea that the United States just had to 
be brought to its knees. So | would just withdraw. 
I didn't withdraw from revolution but | withdrew 
whenever it was possible from working with 
whites. | don't believe that that's true now. Maybe 
1 never believed it. You just have to keep on trying. 
Nolen did. He was a physically strong brother. He 
was a boxer inside. He'd win all the fights. They 
could send convicts armed against him and he'd 
win. After he'd win he'd go right back to his cell 
and continue. He just couldn't be disturbed. You 
know, they had to get him. 

Wildcat: How do you analyze the prior inability 
of the convicts to achieve racial unity? 

Jackson: The whites were threatened and we 
were threatened — we were just at each other's 
throats. It was a question of circumstances beyond 
our control. ! think we all understood what was 
happening — | know | understood it all along — 
that it was really a case of the prison 
administration using convicts to strengthen and 
maintain their own position. But what could | do? 
It was all I could do to stay alive. For example, the 
prison authorities would make the ‘mistake’ every 
now and then of opening the doors of white 
convicts at the same time that we were on the tier. 
And they would attack us. That's the stupid, silly 
infantile way they would use to get us.

Timothy Leary 
Welcome Here 
—Acid Heads of America 

Timothy Leary looked like a Madison 
Avenue press agent the first time I saw 
him. He wore a seersucker sportcoat with 

big flower in the lapel; shirt, tie, and 
slacks; short hair; and a big smile. You 
might call it an acid smile. 

It was 1966 and Leary was becoming 
known as an advocate" of 
mind-expanding drugs, particularly LSD. 
The recently-fired Harvard professor was 
giving a lecture sponsored by the League 
for Spiritual Discovery (L.S.D.). 

The audience was mostly straight, 
including me. It was even held at the St. 
Francis Hotel, where royalty and other 
elite piggery stay when in San Francisco. 

But the smile pierced through it all. It 
was the smile we were soon to feel on our 
own faces; the smile we would soon see 
on the faces of our loved ones. You might 
call it an acid smile. 

He had a smile that was the essence of 
“peace, love, and good vibes." A smile of 
confidence that gave you confidence. A 
beautiful smile. An acid smile. 

Timothy Leary had turned on. 

The next time 1 saw him Tim's suit 
had been replaced by flowing robes. Rock 
music, incense, and weed sweetened the 
air. Tim was into the culture and doing a 
sort of Acid Show at Winterland. 

He was running down the dynamics of 
an acid trip. Relating it to the life of 
Buddha. But even more 
important—breaking down fear of acid. 
Explaining how to get through the heavy 
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parts, how to get cosmically higher, how 
to re-enter. АП about proper set and 
setting. In short, a trip guide, using music, 
motion pictures, and lights. 

Later he published a sort of guidebook 
to acid. A book I was to see many times 
in young people's homes. А book used by 
many to overcome the drug scare 
propaganda they'd been fed all their lives. 
Tim was using the media to turn milli 
of people on. 

Timothy Leary had tuned in. 

After a few years of carrying the acid 
message, Tim and Rosemary tried to 
settle down. They moved to the country 
— an "Ashram" they called it. And just 
tried to groove quietly. 

Timothy Leary had dropped out. Or 
so he thought. 

But by then millions of people-had 
made the acid journey. Brother and sis 
just weren't the same anymore. Not too 
interested in the school - job - retirement 
schedule. They were taking those weird 
drugs, hanging out, letting their hair 
grow, and getting more "promiscuous." 

And Tim Leary, known to pig media 
fans as "pied piper of LSD" or "acid 
guru", was blamed for the loss of all that 
good cannon / office / factory fodder. 
Ministers, columnists, politicians, and 
other pigs were pissed off. 

They were right. More than any other 
one person he brought acid into 
Amerika's consciousness. And there was 
documented proof of him encouraging 
massive civil disobedience — "turn оп, 
tune in, drop out."

“А menace to society," said the Texas 
judge, sentencing Tim to 10 years for less 
than a half ounce of marijuana. "An 
insidious, detrimental influence оп 
society," said the Orange County judge, 
sentencing him to another 10 years for 
two (planted) roaches. 

Those tightassed old men in black 
robes had never been more right on. 
They'd been placed high on their 
courtroom pedestals to keep Amerika 
safe from fundamental change. They were 
the guardians of law, order, property, and 
morality. Protectors of the death culture. 

Standing before them was а 
50-year-old youth. A person exuding 
“peace, love and good vibes” would have 
been more than enough to freak them 
out. But this dude was an out-front 
cultural revolutionary! A living, vibrating 
challenge to every value they were sworn 
to protect. A loving, free, open person. A 
definite menace to honko Amerikan 
society. 

Tim had played a very important 
historical role. By bringing the message of 
acid to millions of youth, he did much 
toward setting up a counter-culture. A 
new, joyous, sharing way of life. An 
alternative to the alienation of plastic 
Amerika. 

But Tim had yet another mission. He 
was destined to become a political 
revolutionary as well. Tim went through 
the changes — turn on, tune in, drop out, 


deal with it — slower than some of us, 
faster than others, But when he moved to 
the fourth plateau he did it in a big way.

After seven months of jail, Tim busted 
out of the California Men's Colony at San 
Luis Obispo. All they found were his 
prison denims in the rest room of a local 
service station. 

Prison authorities expressed surprise. 
"He seemed unlikely to be violent or to 
try to escape," they said. Doubtless, 
they'd been deceived by his age (50) and 
the mellowness Tim always projects. 

They should have known better. Tim 
was nothing if not free. And free people 
can't relate to being caged up — no 
matter how mellow they are. 

Michael Kennedy, Tim’s attorney, said 
he could see Tim growing ever more 
revolutionary. (Could it have been the 
karmic energy of fellow-inmate Huey 
Newton that moved Tim to further 
growth?) At any rate, the months of 
imprisonment with oppressed people of 
all colors and backgrounds shook the last 
remnants of the Harvard professor out of 
Timothy Leary.

human being is used for someone else’s 
profit, where no man’s labors are forced 
or exploited. Capitalism can probably 
meet any demand but the total end of 
exploitation. 

The military makes a very blatant 
effort to turn men into tools. When I see 
guys standing up and saying collectively, 
“You can’t use us,” I know my 
organizing must be going in the right 
direction. This is true when they say “I 
won't go on riot-control,” “I won't fight 
in Vietnam,” but it is also true when they 
say “Т won't crawl on my belly, "I won't 
buy a bond," “Т will go home when ту 
baby is being born.” 

An army with the attitudes I wish to 
nurture cannot be used to fight 
imperialistic wars. So I am not too 
concerned about the charge that we are 
ignoring our obligation to the oppressed 
of the earth. I am much more worried 
that the hollow anti-imperialist slogans of 
our movement create no image of 
freedom for which people will (or should) 
fight.

One thing the Man uses to break 
people is smack. In the jail I was in, there 
were a lot of people in for smack — some 
even turned themselves in for 30 days to 
kick. I talked to a lot of women who 
were dope addicts, and we rapped about 
different drugs. Like we'd all started out 
with reefer, but they'd gotten into smack 
while Pd gone on to acid and mesc. 
There's: so much smack in the black 
community, it's incredible. And the 
people I talked with — they didn't dig it, 
they knew it was killing them. There was 
this one woman I talked with who was a 
really beautiful, funny smart person 
who'd been a junkie for eight years. She 
had scars and abscesses all over her body 
from the cheap shit they sell on the 
streets. She was really scared that she 
would never completely kick — it was all 
around her. Giving her an abstract rap 


about revolution would have been totally - 


meaningless, not to mention racist. She 
knew it all, knew more than me because 
her whole life had been that oppression. 
She knew that there is a revolution, that 
it’s necessary — shit, every person in that 
jail was conscious of that. It was a matter 
of kicking the man and the man's junk 
off her back, and that's a real hard thing 
to do. Some people finally do kick, but 
most people keep coming back, back to 
jail, because it's everywhere on the 
Streets. 

In some ways I can understand why 
people get strung out — it's a way of 
deadening and fading the oppression 
around you, but in the end it comes 
around and kills you. I think the people 
need to declare total war on smack, and 
the mafioso/government pushers, because 
it's “one of the heaviest 
counterrevolutionary forces around. I've 
seer it and it's so destructive of people, it 

-*' isolates them from each other, it's a slow 
day by day dying. (It's also interesting 
that the white 


gi 
revolutionary was the point that there 
was a tremendous influx of junk into the 
scene. There wasn't so much junk in 
lack community, either, until the 
50$, аг the onset of the civil rights. 
movement d growning black 
consciousness.) 

A couple of women lad. taken acid, 
but most of them were scared to-try it. I 
talked about how it was a whole 
intensification of reality, not a fantasy. 
We figured that in a lot of ways it was a 
white drug, because young white people 
can get into tripping in much more 
liberated surroundings. Can you dig on 
what it would be like tripping in the 
ghetto with rats and roaches and pigs 
kicking down your front door? The 
women who'd done it had even tripped in 
jail (there were all kinds of drugs in there) 
and had been hallucinating in bars and 
the gigantic roaches that live there, and 
being locked up. It sounded really 
frightening — she hadn't dug it too much 
either! 

There's a whole way people have of 
surviving in jail, of making their life in jail 
a continuation of life outside. People get 
tight together, cheer the pigs being shot 
outside, try to keep in touch with their 
people. One thing I found really gave me 
а lot of strength was music. Everyone 
listened to the local soul station on the 
radio, which played some really good 
jams. We got into dancing, and just lying 
there and letting the music сапу you 
back to the outside. The things we take 
most for granted on the outside are the 
things we miss most in jail — getting 
stoned, making love, eating edible food, 
listening to live music. The first thing I 
did when I got out was to get really high 
with some friends, and listen to all my 
favorite records. 

Sometimes, despite everything people 
do to survive, it gets incredibly hard. A 
lot of that's the fault of people on the 
outside who forget their brothers and 


sisters in jail. One woman was in because 
no one would put up a $10 bond for her. 
That's hard to swallow. My cellmate had 
a boyfriend when she came in, and at first 
he wrote all the time, then the letters 
trailed off, and we started getting vibes 
that he had another woman. I know how 
it feels now, because the same thing 
happened to me — my old man 
mysteriously vanished into thin air, 
despite promises to come see me when I 
got out. That shit really hurts — if your 
brothers and sisters are only going to 
stick by you when things are cool, and 
then desert you when it gets hard, there's 
something WRONG! 

There's a whole lot of beautiful 
people in the jails and prisons of 
Amerika. They might be forgotten, but 
they don't forget — no one comes out of 
the jails without a healthy amount of 
hatred in them for the system that put 
them there. Ho Chi Minh said something 
about freeing the prisoners and 
unleashing the dragon that will destroy 
the imperialist monster. . . and the basis is 
there. The years of oppression are turning 
into a real rage, and one day it's going to 
explode.
